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17. DESCRIBE IN SEQUENCE HOW ACCIDENT HAPPENED:

On December 17, 2007, at 0200 hours, the Motor Vessel (M/V) Quest ran into Anglo-
Suisse"s, Lease 0CS-G 04473, West Delta Block 27, AH Platform. The M/V was under
contract to McMoran who reported the accident. The M/V returned to Venice base under
its own power. A small gas leak was caused by broken fuel gas scrubber line. Fuel
gas/process pipe was damaged causing a subsequent emergency shut-down from the
Emergency Support System (ESD), causing entire safety system to shut-in: SSV1, SSV2,
SCSSV, along with incoming shut-down valve from pipeline. The facility shut-in due
to safety device tripping from ESS initiation. No pollution. Damage to platform
was greater than $25,000.
